The Arts 
Commission, in behalf of the City of 
Detroit, brings this important ex- 
hibition to the city for the pleasure 
and benefit of all its citizens. 

The reception and opening view 
will be held Tuesday, April 20th, 
from eight to eleven o'clock, to 
which the public is invited. 



BETTER HOMES INSTITUTE APRIL 12th TO 17th 



There are arts that come much 
closer to human life than painting 
or sculpture. The art of building 
a house to live in (architecture), of 
furnishing and beautifying a home 
(interior decorating), of harmoniz- 
ing a house with its surroundings 
(landscape art), and city planning 
and building (civic art) are woven 
into the very fabric of human ex- 
istence. 

During the week of April 12 to 17 
a Better Homes Institute conducted 
by Ross Crane, head of the De- 
partment of Extension of The Art 
Institute of Chicago, will be held 
in the auditorium at three and eight 
o'clock daily. Mr. Crane's methods 
in presenting his subject partake 
both of the nature of a lecture and 
a demonstration. The stage of the 
auditorium has been enlarged and 
so arranged that Mr. Crane may 



demonstrate in a practical way 
every point upon which he touches. 
He will give during the week he is 
here eight lessons in learning how 
to find beauty and how to create it, 
and they will be as easily grasped 
as similar demonstrations in other 
lines. 

These lectures trace art in a very 
graphic way — through the design 
of the rugs on the floor, in the con- 
struction of dwellings, in the educa- 
cational methods of schools, and in 
the enrichment of civic life.

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Mr. Crane works on the Emer- 
sonian theory that nine-tenths of 
what we receive we get through the 
eye, and he has adopted the pic- 



torial method of demonstrating 
with actual furniture, rugs, drap- 
eries, pictures, etc. The program 
follows:
